Hope Revived for 
Rickenbacker As 
One Flier Found 
ji Washington, Nov. 13 —(/ft— The 
war Department announced today 
the rescue of a flier from Capt. 
Eddie 
Rickcnbackcr's 
missing 
plane in the Pacfiic and added "it 
is believed possible that other sur- 
vivors may be on life rafts in the 
same general vicinity." 
''The rescued flier was Capt. Wil- 
liam T. Cherry, Jr., Abilene, Tex. 
Ihe department said he was picked 
up by the Navy yesterday, "in good 
condition, but weak." 


The rescue immediately intensi- 
cd search of the vast ocean areas 
south of Honolulu where Rickcn- 
backer's plane disappeared October 
21, when the world war flying ace 
was en route to the south Pacific 
to survey army air forces for Sec- 
retary of War Stimson and Lieut.

that in the unidentified area of the 
south Pacific where he was found, 
"an intensive search of the area 
jfj being made by surface vessels 
vnd longc-rangc planes."

Let's assume that present opera- 
tions arc concluded with 
speedy 
success, so that soon we hold all of 
North Africa unopposed. Let us as- 
sume that we destroy or immobil- 
ize the Vichy fleet; that we find it 
possible lo transport all the troops 
and armament and munitions and 
other supplies we wish from Eng- 
land and America to this potential 
invasion base.

Then what? 
Then, say the ex- 
uberant commentators, aflame with 
impetuous hope, we leap across the 
Mediterranean, conquer the uncn- 
thus'iaslic Italians in a few weeks, 
march to Germany, squeeze the 
Nazis between the Russians and an 
/Anglo-American second front, and 
plant the United Nations' standards 
unter den Linden. 


Swell, if we can do it. But let's 
be realistic. 


Emphasis must be on the long- 
time feature. We must not forget

dent Roosevelt said today he had 
received a very satisfactory reply 
from General Francisco 
Franco, 


head of the Spanish state, to his 
message assuring Spain that the 
American expedition to North Af- 
rica was in no way directed against 
Spanish territory. 


The president, 
talking at his 
press conference, gave no details 
of the Franco reply and said also 
he had no information whether the 
Bey of Tunis had answered his 
message requesting permission to 
send troops across French Tunisia.

ports today indicated. 


The obvious apprehension among 
the Fascists was considered all the 
more significant by those acquaint- 
ed with wartime Italy because an 
Allied invasion still is believed here 
to be a long way off. 


Italian morale, meanwhile, al- 
most certainly has reached a new 
low as the first effect of Allied oc- 
cupation of French North Africa. 
Tlv -, s'atcmcnl is based no first- 
hand Knowledge of the fluctuations 
of Kalian morale in the past, par- 
ticularly during (he ill - starred 
Greek campaign. It is backed by 
the Fascist propaganda ministry's 
broadcasts to the people. 


As overheard by American lis- 


tening posts, the Rome radio is ex- 
horting Italians to cease 
their 


trembling. Dictator Benilo Musso- 
lini's Popolod 'Italia has called on 
Italians to hold fast (tener duro), 
a now familiar plea in times of 
stress on the internal front. The 
Duce used it particularly a year 
ago when Italians began to crum- 
ble more or less openly at the 
pinch of stringent food rationing. 


This is not to say that Italians, 
cowed by 20 years of Fascism and 
now by the Germans in their midst, 
are ready for revolt, although a 
rebellion might develop from a suc- 
cessful invasion.

circles in Washington tell merely

The esti- 
mated 250,000 Germans on Italian 
soil thus far have been aviation 
units, complete with ground and 
supply crews, and sailors for Ger- 
man submarines in the Mediterran- 
ean, as well as gunners for Italian 
warships. Mussolini has been hold- 
ing a million or more men under 
arms in Italy against invasion while 
his propagandists were attempting 
to laugh off the possibility. 


The German infantry reinforce- 


ments may be expected to dra'n 
further the barely sufficient Italian 
food supplies, although no word ol 
worsening shortages has come out 
if Italy in recent months. The 
wheat harvest is said to be some- 
what smaller than even last year's 
short crop, but the corn, rice and 
other crops are reported to be good.

lies. Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey 
has estimated that his Selective 
Service 
organization will "lose" 
possibly 500,000 of the 1,500,000 to 
the Army, Navy and Marine corps 
through voluntary enlistment.

registration date, June 30.

1,000 Serbs Reported 
Executed by Nazis 


London, Nov. 13 —(/P)—A thous- 
and Serbs, many of them, women 
and children between the ages of 
12 and 17, were executed last Sept 
29 at a single town — Vukovar on 
the Danube river northwest of Bel- 
grade — the Yugoslav Information 
Bureau reported today. 


It said 318 others were put 
to 


death at the same time in other 
communities nearby. 


Twenty-five other 
persons in 


Nazi-occupied laiius were reported 
by Allied governments in London 
to have been executed for espion- 
age. 


Cecho-Slovak 
officials 
said 12 
Czechs were beheaded in Prague 
for spying, and 12 others charged 
with other offenses were executed 
at the same time. 


The Belgian government reported 


that Victor Lemmens of Brussels 
was executed for alleged espionage 
on behalf of the British. 


Germans Begin 
New Offensive 
at Stalingrad 


Moscow, Nov. 13—(ff>)—Repeated 


German attacks, which Red Star 
characterized as the beginning of 
a new Nazi offensive, were hurled 
at the defenders of Stalingrad yes- 
terday but the Russians declared 
today that all the assaults had been 
repelled with heavy Nazi losses. 


The Red Army organ said the 


Orel-mans had thrown overwhelm-

Qualities that make Families Happy

are mostly the things that mar life 
in general and in allsacial contacls. 
But there is this difference: in gen- 
eral if we do not like people we can 
avoid them, or if people do not like 
...us and arc irritated by our ways 
and words, we can also avoid them 
or they can avoid us. But within 
the family we have to live together 
whether we like it or not, unless we 
are willing to face some crucial dis- 
ruption. 


Accordingly, family life calls for 
a great measure of wisdom, re- 
straint, and 
considerate conduct 


than is called for in one's general 
life and contacts. Most of the trou- 
ble in family life comes from the 


regent.

count. The whole condition of fam- 
ily yife makes much 
forebearance 
necessary as well as a large amount 
of constructive kindliness. 


Our lesson consists mainly of the 


story of Jacob and Esau. Jacob in 
his dealing with his brother was in- 
ordinately ambitious and selfish to 
Ihc point of meanness and of crim- 
inal deception. What he did, in out- 
day, 
would be indictable 
in the 
courts of law. Esau was easy-going 
and slack. But both brothers, as 
we saw in a few lessons ago, turn- 
ed out a great deal better in later 
life. 
Jacob's energetic ambition 
became tempered by a sense of re- 
sponsibility while Esau's easy-going 
slackness developed into a rather 
fine and beautiful magnanimity. 


But why spend too much 
time 
upon a story, the points and teach- 
ings of which stand out so plainly? 
Why not get to some application to 
facts and cases of family life today? 


Hero 
flic New Testament 
helps. 


One portion in our lesson deals with 
that vexed problem of marriage 
and divorce. 
U is too large and 


too difficult a question to deal with 
here, but one bold, clear fact stands 
out, viz., that there can be no hap- 
py marriage where there is not loy- 
alty between husband and wife. One 
might say that love comes first, but 
there are times when duty and loy- 
alty will tide over a situation and 
give anchorage and safety when 
love is tested and strained. 


The other passage deals with the 


old questions of quarrels 
about 


financial advantage and 
inherit- 


ance. Brotherhood is often tested 
whore there is a sense of being 
treated unfairly, or where one in a 
family has profited to the disad- 
vantage of others. It is better to be 
brotherly than 
to 
be resentful. 
There is no other way of avoiding 
quarrels and disruption. Paul ex- 
presses the law of the Christian life 
and a good interpretation of the 
Christian way in happy family life: 
"Love sceketh not her own.'

Newsman Tells of First U. S. 
Navy Surface Victory of War 


(The Navy Department last 


Oct. 13 announced in a com- 
munique the destruction of at 
least one heavy Japanese cruis- 
er and four destroyers and 
heavy damage to other enemy 
ships in an 
engagement 
the 


niiihl of October 11 with 
an 
American task force. T'ne task 
force had been ordered to in- 
tercept enemy ships attempting 
to effect further landings on 
Guadalcanal island. Tom Yar- 
brough, Associated Press war 
correspondent who was aboard 
one of the American ships, tells 
here of the night time encoun- 
ter.)

Aboard a United States cruiser 


in the Solomon sea, Oct. 17—(De- 
layed) —(fi>)— This is the story of 
the United States Navy's first sur- 
face victory in a battle between 
heavy ships since the Spanish-Am- 
erican war. 


Led by this ship, with a rear ad- 


miral in command, 
a 
force of 


cruisers and destroyers surprised 
and wiped out a similar Japanese 
force in the pitch darkness of night 
October 11 near the tiny island c-f 
Savo off Guadalcanal. 


Counting "probables," the Amer- 
ican ships sank three cruisers and 
five destroyers and lost only one 
destroyer. Another U. S. destroyer 
was damaged 
slightly and two 


cruisers were hit by snells but the 
damaged ships 
cani3 out under 
their own power. 


No planes were iivoUv; u \vos 


ships against ships, about evenly 
matched, although the American 
force 
probably 
was 
slightly 
stronger. 


Systematic 
shakedown reports 


from all the ships showed that two 
Japanese heavy cruisers and four 
destroyers certainly were sunk and 
one light cruiser and one destroyer 
probably sunk. Reports agreed that 
the American ships "sank every- 
thing in sight" and left little likeli- 
hood that any Japanese ship got 
away. 


(The Navy communique listed 


one enemy heavy cruiser, four de- 
stroyers, and one medium 
trans- 


port sunk; another cruiser put out 
of action and 
another 
destroyer 


probably sunk. It said one U. S. 
destroyer was sunk and several of 
our ships received minor to mod- 
erate damage. Vice Admiral R. L. 
Ghonnley, formerly in comm.and 
of U. S. naval forces in the South 
Pacific, returnea lo Washington 
with word that reports indicated 
that full toll exacted by American 
forces was three cruisers and five 
destroyers sunk. Secretary of the 
Navy Knox, in revealing the claims 
noted they were not being included 
in the Navy's official figures as 
revealed in communiques).
